Ald. Clarke Out On Bail 
Of $10,000; Preliminary 
Hearing on Wednesday 


Alderman Clarke, arrested on Saturday at 11 a.m, on four 
charges of criminal conspiracy, is out on bail. Following Magistrate 
Massie’s attempt to liberate the prisoner on bail within three min- 
utes of the arrest, without asking a single question as to the nature of 
the charges or the gravity of the case, the case came ‘up at two 
o’elock in the afternoon before Magistrate Downes, who had granted 
the warrants and was therefore the proper adjudicating official. Mr. 
Downes took the view that the case was unparalleled in his experi- 
enee, and therefore he did not care to accept the responsibility of 
deciding the question of bail. This decision, he said, would allow the 
case to be argued before a supreme court judge. 

Clarke’s friends immediately got in touch with Mr. Justice Beck, 
who agreed to hear the application in the supreme court at four 
o'clock, C. C. MeCaul, K.C., who with J. F, Lymburn is appearing 
for the prosecution, questioned the right of a judge to grant bail 
under such curcumstances, as the case was still in the magistrate’s 


hands and no evidence had been submitted. 


Mr. McCaul also con- 


demned the action of Magistrate Massie, who he said had endeavored 
to grant bail without knowing the slightest thing about the case. 

Mr, Justice Beck, however, decided that he nad the power to 
grant bail, and fixed it at ten thousand dollars, two sureties in equal 
mnounts being given by Robert McDonald and Alderman Driscoll, 
The preliminary hearing will take place before Magistrate Downes 
in the north side police court on Wednesday afternoon. 

An interesting feature of the case was the statement of Mr. 
Parlee that while he thought Clarke ought to have bail) he was not 
in a position to appear in his defence. The reason Mr. Parlee gave 
was that he was originally retained by Heaton, who will be one of the 


witnesses against Clarke,

Clarke Brought From Cells. 

As soon as Magistrate Downes had 
taken the bench Clarke was brought 
in, When the charges had ‘been read 
to him, Mr, MeCaul for the prosecu- 
tion announced that the greatest care 
had been taken in this matter. He 
had consulted the attorney-general's 
department and everything nad been 
done with the approval and entire 
consent of the department. He was 
opposed to a remand of the case, but

in order to assist the accused he was 
ready tu go on with the case or sub- 
nut such particulars as would furn- 
ish mrima facie evidence. He was 
amazed ut the attitude of Magistrate 
Massie who had no right to order 
Chief Till to deliver any prisoner to 
him, The chief constable is the head 
of law and order in tne city and is 
responsible to the civic authorities 
only, and in view of the fact that the 
warrant provided the prisoner should 
he brought before Magistrate Downes, 
Mutistrate Massie had no juisdiction, 
Civie politics nor Chief Hill had any 
nlace in the churges-which were ‘the 
gravest that could be preferred 
against any man in Canada, and the 
evidence was strong.

OCCUPANTS OF FIRST ST. 
ROOMING HOUSE FACE DEATH 
IN EARLY MORNING FIRE 


One Man Jumps From Upstairs Window to Awning, Which Broke 
His Fall, and then Crushed to Ground—Another Man Squeezed 
Down in Narrow Space Between Buildings—Others Make Es- 


cape in Rear. 


Finding almost every avenue of es- 
cape cut off 
dense volumes of smoke, twenty-eight 
ceeupants of the Transicnot 
house on 101st stroet. looked death in 
the face during a spectacular blaze 
which occurred shortly before four 
«© clock Un Suvday morning. One man, 
Jobn Maloney, jumped: from an’ up- 
stairs window on to an awning, which 
broke his fall, and through which he 
crashed to the ground. He was not 
seriously injured. Another man, 
whose name has not been ascertained, 
made an extraordinary escape. There 
is only a Space of eleven inches be- 
tween the south wall of the Transient 
rooming house and the north>wall of 
the brick liodge block, and the man, 
of bulk¥ proportions, let himselt down 
from an upstairs window and through 
this narrow space to the ground, He 
was in his night attire, and his back 
was grazed considerably, Chief Lau- 
cer dees not know how the nan ac- 
complished the trick, “I am only a 
small man, as you know,” said the 
chief, “and L could hardly squeeze 
through the aperture.” 


Brigade Saves Loss of Life, 


Other occupants of the rooming 
house escaped from the rear, It was 
the prompt arrival of the brigade, 


however, that prevented certain loss 
of life, ladders being placed against 
the windows, and at least five per- 
sons reaching safety by this means 
Ver suse me it was foured 
some persons had been trapped in the 
building, but Chief Lauder mado a 
thorough search aftenwards, and as 
certained that such was not the case. 
There was a great deal of excitement 
while the fire lusted, the shrieks of 
the roomers, men and women alike, 
reaching the crowd above the roar oi 
the flamés. 

The brigade did some good work in 
preventing the fire from spreading to 
a frame rooming house on the nerth 
side, also full of roomers. I was fully 
two hours before the flames were fln- 
ally extinguished. 


Tho building was formerly known 
ay the Great West cafe and rooming 
house, here were (three stores on 
the ground flocr. One, 2, was 
vacant Mah Sing hod a aurant 
ut 10224, and at 10226 was Veter Rod- 
nunsky’s clothing store. There was 


a ulde entrance to the rooms upstairs, 
Fire Started in Bascment, 

The alarm was turned in by Con- 
stable Horabrook from the box at 
Athabasea and First. The fire is be- 
lieved to have started in the base- 
rient.

TWO MEET DEATH IN 
NOVA SCOTIA MINE 


Deputy Mine Ins rand Mine 
Supt. Enter e After 
Explosion

STELLARTON, N.S., Dec. 20-—-Two 
men, Thomas Blackwood, deputy in- 
spector of mines, and James Brown, 
mine superintendent, were overcome 
by black damp following an explosion 
in Allan's shaft No. b ef the mines 
here, and are dead. O. McLean wae 
rescued unconscious and resusciated, 
A pump man and a boy who were in 
the mine when ihe explosion occurred, 
were rescued. 

The explosion took place avout five 
vw'clock this morning when only the 
pumpman and boy were in the shaft, 
After they were brovght cut, Black- 
wood, Brown and McLean, and Alex. 
Sutherland went into the works to 
investigate the damage. Sutherland 
shortly returnec alore and reperted 
that his companions were overcume,. 
A rescue party was quickly formed 
and brought out the bodies, but ef- 
‘forts at resiscitation were successful 
chly on McLean. 

The mine had been closed down for 
some time owing to a fire, which was 
walled off. It is thought a break in 
the firewall was responsible for the 
explosion. 


SURPLUS OFFICERS 
AT HALIFAX FROM 
SALISBURY PLAIN

HALIFAX, Dec. 20,—Fifty-five 
surplus officers of the first Canadian 
exper nary force at Salisbury Plain 
arrived here today on the Allan liner 
Gramplan from Liverpool. These 
officers Were released when it was 
found that there were more officers 
in @ number of regiments than the 
Britigh establishment permitted. They 
hope to take commissions in the sec- 
ond contingent. 

A large number 
officers are from the sixth batta- 
lion. This battalion formed at Val- 
cartior from a number of cavalry 
regiments, including the eighteenth 
mounted rifles, the fort Garry 
Hor the Twentieth Border Horse, 
the 32nd Manitoba Horse and others. 

All the surplus. officers, of whom 
there were 90, were offered positiong 
in Lord Kitchener's new army. but 
the majority preferred to return to 
Canada in the hope of being appoint- 
ed to @ later Canadian contingent.

GERMAN BALD SHOWS. 
HOW EFFECTIVE IS 
BRITISH PaEsSUKE 


Stigma of Baby Killers of Scar- 
borough Will Attach to That 
Navy

LONDON, Dec. 20—Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, first lord of the admir- 
alty, in a letter to the mayor of Scar- 
| borough in which he expresses the 
sympathy of. himself and the navy at 
the losses sustained through the Ger- 
man bombardment ef Scarborough 
and disappointment over the escape 
or the German warships, says: 

“We await with patience the op- 
portunity that will surely come. But, 
viewed in its larger aspects, the inci- 
dent i» one of the most inatructive 
and encouraging that hs happened 
in the war. Nothing proves more 
plainly the effectiveness of the Brit- 
ish naval pressure than the frenzy 
of hatred aroused against us in the 
breasts of the enemy, . 

“This hatred has already passed 
che frontiers of reason. it clouds 
their vision and it convulses their 
movements. We see a nation of mili- 
tary calculators throwing calculation 
to the winds; of strategists who have 
lost their sense of proportion, of 
pschemers who have ceased to balance 
loss and gain. 

“Practically the whole of the fast 
cruiser force ot the German navy, 
including some great ships that are 
vital to their fleet and utterly irre- 
placaple, have been risked for the 
passing pleasure of killing as many 
English people as possible, irrespec- 
tive of sex, age or condition, in the 
limited time available, 4 

“To this act of military and polltl- 
cal folly they were impelled by vio- 
lence of feelings which could find no 
cther vent. This is very satisfactory 
and should confirm us in our course. 
Theic hate is a measure of their fear. 
Jis senseless expression is prof of 
their irapotence and the seal of their 
dishonor. 

“Whatever feats of erms the Ger- 
man navy may hereafter perform the 
stigma of baby killers of Scarborough 
will be under its efficers and men 
while gallors sail the seas.""

PARIS, Dec, 20—2.50  p.m,—The 
following (fficial communication was 
given out In Paris thts afternoon: 

“From the sea to the Los, we have 
gained a little ground before Nieuport 
and St. George. To the east and south 
of Ypres, where the enemy reinfore- 
ed his organization. defensive artillery 
battles occurred ,and there was slight 
progress on our part. From the Lys 
to the Olse. the allied forces have 
seized a portion of the German 
trenches of the first line on the front 
running through Richebourg L’Avoue, 
Givenchy and Les La Baassee. To the 
southwest of Albert, the trench  cap- 
tured by us on the 17th near Mart- 
court and lost on the 18th was re- 
captured yesterday. In the region of 
Lihons the Germans twice attacked 
and very violently for the purpose of 
re-taking the trenches won by ua on 
the 18th, They were repulsed, From 
the Vise to the Argonne the super- 
jority of our artillery continues to be 
manifested by the interruption of the 
enemy's fire, the destruction of many 
gun shelters and observatories. and 
the dispersion of a considerable num- 
ber of troops.

“In Belgium, in the region of Sten- 
straete, an attack by the enemy has 
ben repulsed and We have made pro- 
gress in the neighborhood of the Kor- 
teken Inn. The Iiritish troops have 
lost in the vicinity of Neuve Chappel 
several of the trenches which they 
captured yesterday. In the meantime 
the Indian corps have advanced a few 
hundred metrers towards Richebourg 
I/Avoue. The enemy has dispsayed 
activity in the direction of Thiepval 
and Lihons, At the latter point a de- 
tachment of the enemy was taken by 
surpise tu marching column and lit- 
erally mowed down, From the Oise to 
the Vosdes there has been no incident 
worth mentioning.” 


RUSSIAN REPORT. 

PETROGRAD Dec, 20-—Vhe  fol- 
lowing statement of the Russian gen- 
eral staff was issued tonight: 

“On the left bank of the Vistula 
jiver, on the front of the Bzura and 
Rowa rivers a number of encounters, 
some of thom of a very fierce descrip- 
tion, took place on the 19th Inst. Two 
German companies which had crossea 
the Bzura near the village of Dakho- 
va, on a half burned bridge, were im- 
mediately attacked by our troops and 
annihilated. Of this force only fifty 
men remained. These we made pris- 
oners./ Fighting also is reported in 
the region of Opoczno (to the east of 
Pitrkowo). In Galicia the situation 
is without important change. At cer 
tein points we have made counter at 
tacks and captured some prisoners 
and machine guns. In the district of 
Przemysl the Austrians attempted a 
Sortie in great strength, The move- 
ment failed and the outeome was that 
we tovk them on the flank and cap- 
tured a great many: prisoners.’ 

SATURDAY RUSSIAN KEPORT,
